Bulbs  should 
be  taken  up  and  stored  in  the  fall.

The  plants  should  be  set  about  24  in.  apart,  if  set 
closer  they  may  get  too  thick.  This  new  straw¬ 
berry  is  recommended  by  the  United  States  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department  and  should  be  tried  out  in  your 
state.

We  have  had  so  many  inquiries  about  how  to  set  and 
raise  strawberries  that  we  will  endeavor  to  outline  some  of 
the  main  facts  about  the  way  we  do  it. 

VARIETIES — In  the  first  place  we  would  say  ‘‘investi¬ 
gate  before  you  invest".  Decide  on  the  varieties  you  think 
you  would  like  best,  then  be  sure  and  order  them  from  a 
reliable  house  that  will  send  you  true  to  name  plants  that 
have  been  State  inspected.  Note  carefully  the  descriptions 
of  plants  in  the  catalogue  and  do  not  order  Imperfect  or 
pistillate  varieties  alone  because  they  will  not  bear  perfect 
fruit  if  planted  alone,  but  if  inter-planted  with  Perfect  or 
staminate  varieties  they  will  bear  perfect  fruit.  There  should 
be  at  least  one  row  of  Perfect  bloomers  to  three  or  four  of 
Imperfect  ones.  This  one  little  mistake  on  the  part  of  the 
buyer  has  been  the  cause  of  many  harsh  things  being  said 
about  the  seller. 

SOIL  AND  PREPARATION  — Strawberries  will  thrive 
well  in  any  ground  that  will  produce  vegetables  or  any 
farm  crop,  outside  of  old  timothy  sod  which  should  be  avoid¬ 
ed  on  account  of  grub  worms.  The  preparation  of  the  ground 
is  not  very  difficult,  requiring  more  inclination  than  informa¬ 
tion,  which  means  don’t  be  afraid  to  work  your  ground.  Plow 
ground  as  early  as  possible  in  the  spring,  harrowing  and 
dragging  down  several  times  before  setting  plants.  We 
think  that  one  mistake  a  great  many  people  make  is  in  set¬ 
ting  their  plants  before  their  ground  has  been  packed  down. 

FERTILIZERS — Any  good  stable  manure  added  to  the 
ground  before  plowing  will  help  to  produce  more  thrifty 
plants  and  nicer  quality  of  berries.  In  case  stable  manure  is 
not  available,  you  can  use  a  commercial  fertilizer  that  is 
best  suited  to  your  ground.  Your  local  County  Agent  will 
gladly  supply  you  with  information  about  the  kind  of  fer¬ 
tilizer  you  need. 

PLANTING  SYSTEM  AND  NUMBER  OP  PLANTS 

TO  USE — There  are  two  common  ways  to  set  plants,  in  the 
matted  row  and  hill  system.  We  prefer  the  matted  row  sys¬ 
tem.  We  make  the  rows  three  feet  eight  inches  apart  and 
set  the  plants  16  to  18  inches  in  the  row.  When  plants  be¬ 
gin  to  put  out  runners  these  should,  be  turned  so  they  will 
run  parallel  with  the  original  row,  keeping  the  row  12  or 
15  inches  wide.  The  row  system  will  require  approximately 
8  000  plants  for  an  acre.  For  the  hill  system  the  plants 
should  be  set  about  15  by  30  inches  and  all  runners  removed 
leaving  nothing  but  the  first  plant  set.  This  method  will 
require  about  13  to  14  thousand  per  acre. 

TIME  TO  SET  PLANTS — In  the  northern  and  central 
states,  April  and  May  are  the  best  months  in  which  to  set 
plants  but  in  the  southern  states  they  can  be  set  as  early 
as  February  and  March. 
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HOW  TO  SET  PLANTS — In  setting  plants,  use  a  spade 
pushing  in  stright  down,  then  forward;  place  roots  of  plant 
in  opening  with  roots  spread  out,  remove  spade  and  press 
soil  firmly  against  roots  with  foot.  Be  sure  you  have  the 
crown  of  the  plant  just  even  with  the  top  surface  of  the 
soil  for  if  you  set  them  too  deep  they  will  smother  and  if 
too  shallow  the  roots  will  dry  out.  In  case  weather  will 
not  permit  setting  plants  as  soon  as  they  arrive,  you  should 
make  a  V-shaped  furrow,  opening  the  bunches  and  spreading 
them  thinly  in  the  furrow  with  the  roots  down,  keeping  the 
crowns  even  with  the  surface  and  pressing  the  soil  firmly 
against  the  roots. 

CULTIVATION — We  start  cultivation  as  soon  after  set¬ 
ting  as  possible  and  give  them  frequent  shallow  cultivations 
all  .summer,  keeping  the  ground  as  level  as  we  can  and 
weeds  from  around  the  plants  with  the  hoe.  We  use  just  an 
ordinary  corn  plow  one  time  alternating  with  a  one  horse 
harrow  the  next,  endeavoring  to  maintain  a  dust  mulch  which 
will  hold  moisture  and  keep  the  plants  growing  through  a 
dry  spell.  Be  careful  not  to  cover  the  crowns  with  soil. 

REMOVING  BLOSSOMS — Plants  set  in  the  spring  will 
start  blooming  soon  after  they  are  set,  and  these  fruit  stalks 
should  be  removed  the  first  year  as  these  will  weaken  the 
plants.  Everbearing  varieties  should  have  the  fruit  stems 
removed  until  early  July  after  which  they  may  be  allowed 
to  fruit  the  rest  of  the  season.  A  pair  of  scissors  are  very 
convenient  for  removing  fruit  stems. 

MULCHING — Although  strawberries  are  very  hardy  it 
is  best  to  cover  them  with  straw  or  leaves  in  the  fall  after 
the  ground  freezes,  covering  the  entire  ground  and  then  in 
the  spring  as  soon  as  you  think  the  danger  of  frost  is  past 
take  a  fork  or  rake  and  pull  straw  into  the  space  between 
the  row's. 

HOW  TO  PREPARE  FOR  SECOND  CROP— After  the 
plants  have  fruited  the  first  year,  the  foliage  may  be  mowed 
off  and  the  rows  cut  dowrn  with  a  breaking  plow,  spade  or 
hoe,  and  the  plants  be  allowed  to  bear  another  season. 
After  the  second  season  it  is  best  to  plow  the  old  plants 
under  and  set  new  plants  on  another  plot  of  ground.
